For Stenley gndreys 


The arbitrary 111 considered reduction of FY53 obligated training 
budget of $72000 to $54000 as per your TECTO 22 June 26 for the purported 
purpose of assisting in the covering of an unauthorized over obligation 
for the Mission of several hundred thousand dollars has automatically 
Caused an over obligation in the training account of several thousand 
dollars and does not cover the anticipated authorized costs of trainees 
in the States or on their way prior to the conception of TECTO 22 and 
further it necessitates the cancellation and repudiation of four 
training awards some of which are of three months standing which in 
no way contribute to the Washington official and automatic creation 
of an over obligation in this otherwise barely adequate account, 


It is requested that the reduction of $18,000 be returned to 
the FY53 training account at once thereby correcting the illegal 
error of overobligating caused by the instructions contained in 
TECTO 22 dated June 26 and.thereby also avoiding the necessity of 
repudiating prior training approvals made in good faith within 
existing budgetary limitations
